But to ‘‘hear’’ a Mass or a homily if 
your ears are handicapped it means 
you have to see the priest. 


SO YOU CAN’T just sit behind 
someone in the pews. You have to 
spread out, so that each can see. 
They did. 

And when the priest comes to the 
words of consecration his hands are

There was a small guitar group, 
provided by students of the Catholic 
Deaf Circle, who help on these 
occasions. But the singing was done 
mainly by signs, with a little vocal 
backing, and the words. were 
projected on a screen. 


FATHER TOM’S homily—words

tion difficult to catch for those 
unused to it, as it is the voice of one 
who has-been deaf from birth. 


‘ve never seen a priest with 
such a close relationship with a 
group like this,’’ said Deacon Robert 
Ekhaml, whose special apostolate is 
to the deaf, and who peas at the 
Mass.

Labor Day, that 24-hour period set aside 
each year to honor those who work for their 
daily bread, is taking on a new emphasis this 
year. 


Sept. 4-10 has been designated Full 
Employment Week, the emphasis being 
shifted from simply paying tribute to the 
men and women who work, to finding jobs 
for America’s unemployed millions. 


THE WEEK WAS designated by a 
coalition of labor, business, civil rights and 
religious organizations in conjunction with 
Labor Day which falls on Monday, Sept. 5 
this year. 


The Pope, several U.S. bishops and other 
leaders have termed unemployment a moral 
issue that robs people of dignity and justice. 


““May honor and support be given to those 
who act to give organized and useful activity 
to the unemployed, to the young particu- 
larly,’’ said Pope Paul. 


TWO OFFICIALS of the U.S Catholic 
Conference have criticized President Carter 
for not keeping his campaign promises on 
full employment. 


In a joint Labor Day statement, Msgr. 
George Higgins, USCC secretary for 
research, and John Carr, USCC urban i issues 
coordinator, said: 


‘‘President Carter called for a national 
commitment to full employment and 
endorsed the Full Employment and National 
Growth Act in his campaign, but has thus far 
failed to follow through on these pledges.”’ 


BISHOP Joseph McNicholas of Spring- - 


field, Ill., has urged dioceses and parishes 
throughout the country to reflect on the costs 
of joblessness and need for full employment. 

“The Full Employment Week offers 
opportunity to reflect on the human costs of 
high unemployment, the moral and social 


dimensions of economic policy, and the 
needs of the jobless and their families,’’ 
Bishop MeNicholas said. 


‘Unemployment represents a form of 
oppression for those who suffer its impact,”’ 
said Coretta Scott King, widow of civil rights 
leader, Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 


SHE INDICATED, however, that she is 
more tolerant than some black leaders of 
President Carter’s efforts to reduce unem- 
ployment. 


The statement of Msgr. Higgins and Carr 
emphasizes federal action. They praised 
President Carter’s program of ‘‘modest 
economic stimulus’’ but said it falls ‘‘far 
short of genuine full employment.”’ 


They indicated President Carter should 
not be overly concerned with balancing the 
budget, which means less federal money 
pumped into the economy to create jobs. 


“IT IS ESSENTIAL that policies of fiscal 
restraint not be pursued at the expense of 
those who lack jobs and decent income,’’ 
they said. 


They added that high penieieyticnt 
poses ‘‘fundamental moral, social and 
economic questions for our people and our 
leaders.’’ They called on the religious 
community to participate in Full Employ- 
ment Week. 

Carr and Msgr. Higgins rejected official 
estimates of joblessness at 7 percent of the 
workforce, saying the figure is closer to 10 
percent. 

LATEST FIGURES of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics which run through May this year 
show the San Diego jobless rate at 10 per- 
cent, and the Riverside-San Bernardino-On- 
tario area at 8.4 percent. 

This translates into 66,400 and 40,900 
respectively for persons out of work in the 
two areas.

dilemma for minorities, and said longterm 
unemployment causes serious problems in 
housing, food and health, destroys hope and 
confidence. 


If CONTRIBUTES to racial tensions, 
undermines labor unions, and is related to 
suicide, crime, alcoholism, drug abuse, 
disease and other social ills, they added. 

Calling unemployment the most serious 
threat to human dignity and the most serious 
violation of social justice, the statement 


urges *‘prompt, effective and compassionate 
action to put all our people to work.” 


IN ANOTHER joint statement, the more 
than 100 sponsors of Full Employment Week 
called for full employment laws and urged 
community efforts to focus on the need for a 


national full employment policy. 


Signers of this statement include Msgr. 
Higgins; Mrs. King; and Bishop-elect 
Thomas C. Kelly, general secretary of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops.

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Catholic schools in diocese fare well in contrast

At a time when Catholic schools are 
feeling the financial pinch and registrations’ 
are generally declining, those in the San 
Diego diocese are faring well and most are 
even gaining students. 


The United States Catholic Conference 
reported from a survey covering the years 
1965-74 that ‘‘for several years it has been 
evident that registration in Catholic elemen- 
tary and secondary schools has been 
decreasing in dramatic proportions.” 

THE SAN DIEGO diocese has 71 elemen- 
tary and seven high schools, most of which 
begin the fall term Tuesday, Sept. 6. Some 
begin later, to coincide with the public 


' school term. 


Associate superintendent of schools Sister 
Ann Patricia O’Connor, said she believes 
total enrollment will be up over the 24,500 
last fall because of the number of schools 
reporting waiting lists. 

A spot check around the four counties that 
make up the diocese showed many schools 
have waiting lists, generally in the lower 
grades. 


Sister Rose Schmidt, who serves on the 
diocesan education team with Sister 
O’Connor and two other Sisters, said the 
quality of teachers has increased. 


“AT ONE TIME we took what was 
available, but now we can be more 
selective,’’ she said. ‘‘Now we can be more 
accountable to the parents who pay to have 
their children educated.”’ 


Others on the education team are Sisters 
Theodore Blake and Gertrude Sullivan. All 
four say they believe the system is 
improving and winning greater support in 
the parishes. 


Many Catholic schools have closed 


Black's Beach confusion 


throughout the country in the past several 
years, and money has not been the least of 
the causes. 


FOR INSTANCE, two girls high schools in 
this diocese closed their doors last year—the 
San Luis Rey Academy and Rosary High. 


In a speech before the National Catholic 
Education Association in San Francisco last 
April, Kathleen McCourt who reported 
results of a survey said: 


“‘When I was growing up in the suburbs of 
Boston, there were new Catholic schools 
being built every year...my brothers and 
sisters and I went to four different Catholic 
high schools. 


“NOW TWO OF those four are closed, a 
story repeated in most other cities. In the 
last 10 years, the number of Catholic schools 
has decreased by 24 percent.” 


In Los Angeles last year, Catholic schools 
spent $7.1 million more than they had 
income. They met the deficit by borrowing 
from the archdiocese and the parishes. 


Such financial problems have not been 
apparent in this diocese. 


Debate continues as to whether Catholic 
schools should continue. 


ONLY LAST WEEK state Rep. Abe Ribak 
of Texas said private education, including 
parochial school education, is a “‘luxury 
item’’ that parents. and not all taxpayers 
should be asked to support. 


The legislator has long opposed state 
funding for textbooks for private school 
students. 


But also last week, Msgr. John P. Foley, 
editor of the Philadelphia archdiocese 
newspaper, said in an editorial that Catholic 
schools .are more needed today than ever. 


OF THE SCHOOLS checked in the San

slight enrollment increases. 

A 10-pupil gain was reported for St. 
Catherine School at Riverside, a waiting list 
in 1-6 grades, and for the second straight 
year kindergarten will be on double session. 

St. Theresa School of Palm Springs 
expects a slight enrollment increase, to 
about 170, and has a waiting list for the 
lower grades. 


A 13-PUPIL gain and a waiting list of 75 
are reported by Sister Mary Ann Huepper, 
principal at St. George School in Ontario. 

For the first time, Our Lady of Guadalupe 
at Calexico will have a lay principal. He is 
Leo Rasca, who had been teaching in Los 
Angeles. 

Rasca reports a waiting list of at least 30, 
all in the lower grades. But an enrollment of 
about 400 will be about the same as last 
year. 

A GAIN OF 15 is reported at St. Mary 
School in El Centro, and a sizeable waiting 
list in grades 1-5. : 

No enrollment gain is seen for Sacred 
Heart School in Coronado, but a waiting list 
for kindergarten and first grade was 
reported. 

St. Martin Academy in La Mesa expects to 
have a drop in enrollment, from 230 last fall 


to about 215, and there is no waiting list. 


St. Augustine High of San Diego reports 
an expected enrollment of 540 which is about 
14 fewer students than last semester, and no 
waitirig list. 


SISTER O’CONNOR of the superinten- 
dent’s office said the educational team is 
keeping closer contact with principals in the 
parishes this year. 


This in turn encourages principals and 
teachers to maintain a closer link with 
parents, she added, and causes them to take 
a greater interest in the schools. 


In 1974, the National Opinion Research 
Center of Chicago did a survey on Catholic 
schools covering the previous 10 years. 
Results were reported and published in 1976 
by Father Andrew Greeley and _ his 
associates. 


THIS REPORT STATED that only 25 
percent of Catholic children attend Catholic 
schools. And despite steadily declining 
enrollments, it showed that Catholic parents 
overwhelmingly -support their parochial 
schools. 

Two main reasons were listed: expense of 
tuition, and unavailability of Catholic schools 
in many neighborhoods. 


Want facts on Church teachings? 


These merchants spread ‘light’ 
from book store to parish fairs

CARLSBAD—Lest anyone get the idea 
that Merchants of Light is a catchy slogan for 
a power company, it is well to set the record 
straight from the outset: 


It is a religious book store, owned and 
operated by Fred and Cathy Vrabel at 2972 
Madison St. It had been closed two months 
until-new quarters were found. 


VRABEL BELIEVES he has a special 
calling to ‘‘spread the light’’ on matters 
religious, but confesses a lack of verbal 
eloquence on his part. 


_ “So Cathy and I do our work through the 

book store, and the book fairs which we 
sponsor in parishes around the diocese,” 
Vrabel said. 


And the couple has plans for remodeling 
an old adjacent building to become an 
educational resource center. 3 


“WITH THE growth of Marriage En- 
counter, Cursillo, Quest and Search, more 
and more people want facts on the teachings 
of the Church,’’ Vrabel said. 


The book store is in what was a two 
bedroom house. Each room has been 
arranged according to subject. The largest 
room is devoted to books on family life and 
educational materials. The smaller ones hold 
materials on the saints and _ spiritual 
readings. 


Vrabel said he hopes to enlarge the 
section which houses materials published in 
Spanish. There is a children’s section and a 
gift area with plaques from St/ Andrew’s 
Priory, and cards from monasteries and 


convents around the country. 


“ FIRST noticed the great need for 
religious education when I was youth 
director at St. Patrick church,’’ Vrabel said. 
‘People had all kinds of misconceptions 
about the Church.’’ 


One reason for this, he added, is because 
the secular press gives sketchy treatment to 
religious news, not the full story. 


As an example, he pointed. to the 
controversy surrounding Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebrve. 


“NEWS ACCOUNTS would lead us to 
think this involves only the archbishop’s 
desire for the Tridentine Mass. But it goes 
much deeper.”’ 


The educational resource center is 
scheduled to open in September. It will have 
books, filmstrips, tapes and other materials 
for use in the center and at home. 


Vrabel said the book fairs are a major part 
of the work for his wife and himself. They 
have been held at various parishes in the 
diocese, including Needles, San Bernardino 
and the San Diego area. 


‘CWE GO TO THE parishes by invitation,” 
Vrabel said. ‘‘We just close the store for the 
weekend and set up in the parish hall or 
outside. We turn over 10 per cent of the 
proceeds to the parish.” 


Vrabel said he believes there is still 
confusion and misinformation on changes 
that came out of Vatican Il. 


“But there is much reference material 
available on this and other subjects,’’ he 
said. ‘‘People should take the time to inform 
themselves on matter of their faith.” 
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—The Pope speaks

How do you relate with God? 


There’s a problem in our future if others judge 
that we don’t ‘‘relate meaningfully to God’’. At 
least, that is the implied threat contained in an 
astonishing statement recently issued by a 
Canadian task force of the Anglican church which 
recommended that severely retarded infants be 
allowed to die—or be put to death. 


The report is not a policy statement of the 
Anglican church,.but the work of an 11-member 
task force on human life. They are doctors, nurses, 
theologians and lawyers commissioned in 1975. by 
the Anglican Synod of Canada to study the ethical 
questions of death and dying. 


The report is due to be discussed this week by the 
church’s general synod in Calgary, but extracts 
from the report obtained by the press show that 
mercy killing is an option ‘‘that has to be seriously 
considered’’ when dealing with infants generally 
termed ‘‘human vegetables.’’

Isn’t there something of the 
“master race’’ idea behind any statement that 
presumes that someone they decide cannot ‘‘relate 
meaningfully with others and with God’’ is 
disposable? ;

Surely perfection is in this category, too. And who 
can tell what God regards as perfection? !’ll never 


_ forget hearing someone describe a deaf person as 


‘‘a deficient human being.’’ The arrogance of any 
concept which sees people only perfect in terms of 
full physical and mental faculties (whatever the 
norm might be) is surely un-Christian, to say the 
least. 


There’s certainly a problem if we don’t ‘‘relate 
meaningfully to God’’. But being “killed off on 
someone else’s word for it is not the answer. All the 
retarded | have ever met seem to have a much 


greater appreciation of God’s love than ‘‘normal’’ 


people. | 

Yet, according to a leading Toronto neurosur- 
geon, the practice of allowing retarded infants, with 
Down’s syndrome for instance, to die by starvation 


is not unusual in Canadian hospitals. Babies 


marked for death have the letters NPO placed over 
their crib, indicating ‘‘nil per os’’, a Latin phrase 
meaning “‘nothing by mouth.’’ A lingering death 
may come as late as 17 days later, according to 
reports. y 


Decency on the march 


Let’s hope that decency is on the march to 
victory, and advances of recent times a foretaste of 
the future. With more and more newspapers 
dropping ads for X-rated movies at least a start to 
clean up our cities is being made where it matters 
most—at the centers of information. Now that the 
Los Angeles Times and the San Diego Union-Tri- 
bune have joined the New York Times and other 
newspapers in refusing explicit pornographic movie 
advertising, perhaps we can move on to even more 
victories for common decency.

Able Disabled 


Panama Canals and foreign affairs sometimes— 
too often perhaps—remove our sights from 
problems nearer at hand, under our very noses, so 
to speak. Lost in the more obvious media events of 
recent years has been the quiet revolution by men 
and women whose backgrounds cut across all 
social, economic and educational strata. The bond 
tying them together is disability. 

They ride in wheelchairs, or they walk with a 
limp. They may have a physical handicap which is 
noticeable or one which is not apparent. Ramped 
curbs, handicapped parking spaces, blue curb 
zones and building code changes are some of the 
steps they have won for themselves as disabled. 


They are wonderful people whose lives have been 
made more difficult than most by some handicap. 
With the help of organizations such as Able-Dis- 
abled Advocacy, Inc.,.they are helped in training 
for a variety of skills. On the job training programs 
are federally funded. 


. At the Southern Cross we have had three recruits 
through this program-in the past six months and we 
have thereby been privileged to gain as staff 
members outstanding, joyful and_ prayerful 


workers. In helping them, we have more than_ 


helped ourselves. 


Many friends here

Who me—a disciple? 


We were talking...about disciples 
and how seldom we relate discipleship 
to our own ideas of what is meant by 
our Christian calling. 


One of the main differences, in my 
opinion, between lay Catholics and 
other Christian communities, is that 
whereas their whole mind-set is 
evangelistic, we do not readily see 
ourselves in the role of disciples. 


HISTORICALLY, lay people in the 
Church have responded in varying 
degrees of passivity, on the whole, to 
the call to mission and evangelization. 
Either because of our own ignorance 
and_ self-doubt, clerical elitism of 
the past or the insularity of the 
persecuted, we have traditionally 
been more receivers than do-ers of the 
Word. 


For many of us, discipleship has 
seemed synonymous with apostleship, 
which in turn was synonymous. with 
priesthood. We could perceive priests 
and religious brothers and sisters as 
filling the category of-disciple, but 
could not presume to apply it to 


ourselves. 


Somehow it did not penetrate our 
consciousness that in declaring our- 
selves Christian we were also claiming 
discipleship. And yet the gospels are 
very clear on this point. 


THERE WAS a difference between - 


the disciples of Jesus and those of the 
Jewish doctors of the law. To become 
a disciple of Jesus a person did not 


_have to be of superior caliber, nor 


possessed of great intellect. 


Jesus called anyone who would hear | 


him. He said simply, ‘’Follow me,’’ 
and in the New Testament the word 
“follow’’ always expressed attach- 
ment to his person. For that, we need 
only an open and willing heart. 


The follower of Jesus has a special 
kind of unity with him. He shares his 
destiny, carries his cross, must ‘‘drink 
of his cup’’ and finally receive the 
Kingdom of God from his hands. 


AS PERSONS who freely foliow 
Christ and accept his teachings, we 
are truly his disciples and should, | 


believe, learn to think of ourselves 
that way—if we do not already do so. 
It makes a difference whether we see 
ourselves as ‘‘lay’’ persons or as 
disciples. 

For whatever reason, for many of 
us, being ‘’the laity’’ has been rather 
like being consigned to a kind of 
limbo. There has been a sense of 
separateness, of unvoiced but implied 
unworthiness. 


Somehow the suspicion insinuated 
itself that although we may _ aspire 
to virtue, even, in special cases, to 
holiness, the superior 
‘religious commitment’’ must forever 
evade us. 


THE VATICAN II Decree on the 
Apostolate of the Laity has disabused 
us of such self-denigrating ideas! It is 
a clarion call to discipleship very much 
like the one Jesus sounded in his 
ministry. This is the age of the laity, 
we are told, and the Church is waiting 
for the layman to emerge and seize his 
place of leadership from the pews. 

It has not been quite that easy. 


sanctity of 


Clergy and religious have been 
emerging since Vatican I|'as well, and 
old habits die hard—at least among 
the laity—and apart from those in 
Charismatic -Renewal, many newly 
discovered disciples have not been 
quite sure of their role. 


The truth is, of course, that the 
laity, too, are the chosen of God whom 
Jesus has personally called to service. 
He did not only ‘‘send’ out’’ his 
apostles to teach and witness, he also 
sent his disciples—72 on the first 
mission, St. Luke tells us. ; 


CHRISTIANS WERE never meant 
to play a passive role. As disciples we 
cannot be content merely to hear and 
subscribe to the teachings of Christ. 
We are also bound to witness them in 
our lives and assist in spreading them . 
in our own particular world. 


Lay or not, we are all called to 
discipleship, not so much to be 


ministered to as ministering—and- 
Christ is counting on us to complete 
the mission he has given us.

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Should Religion Be Absolute? 


People, customs change, only God does not 


By Father John J. Castelot 


It is not unusual to meet people who are 
upset by the changes that have taken place 
in the Church in recent years. They are even 
more disturbed by the variety of practices, 
ideas, and theological opinions. After all, 
they reason, God is one, truth is one, and so 
religion should be absolute, static unchange- 
able. 


Well, it is true that God is absolute, 
eternal and unchangeable, but religion by its 
very nature is concerned not with God alone. 
It is a divine-human relationship, and once 
the human element is introduced, we have to 

' deal with variables. 


HUMANITY IS not absolute or unchange- 
able; on the contrary, it is constantly 
evolving, in one direction or another. 
Twentieth-century culture is not first-cen- 
tury culture, and in any one age one must 
deal with a variety of cultures: cultural 
pluralism. 


If religion is really to touch people’s lives 
and be something other than a vague, unreal 
myth floating around somewhere up there on 
cloud nine, it must take this pluralism into 
account. - 


When Jesus prayed at the Last Supper

that we might all be one, he did not pray that 
we might all be the same, for that is 
manifestly impossible. And yet there are 
those who insist that we must all be the 
same. 


THEY DEFINE unity as uniformity, even 
identity, and when anyone questions their 
idealistic status quo, their security is 
threatened and they rush to the defense of 
what they call “‘the faith’’ by hurling 
charges of ‘‘heresy,’’ ‘‘modernism,’’ ‘‘secu- 
larism,’’ without even knowing what the 
terms mean. 


At any rate, such an attitude betrays a 
woeful ignorance of salvation history. God 
has chosen to work out humanity’s ultimate 
redemption within the framework of human 
history. He could have chosen otherwise, but 
at the price of recalling the most precious 
and terrible gift he entrusted to people: 
freedom. 


The history of his dealings with his 
children throughout the Old Testament 
period is a story of constant change. The 
basic revelation of Sinai was a revelation that 
had to be lived, and lived by people moving 
from one cultural situation to another. 


THEY DID not stay at the foot of the 
mountain forever; they did not live a 
semi-nomadic desert existence forever. They

The Gospel Must Speak to All 


Can the Faith survive 
changes in culture and 
language in our time? 


By Deacon Steve Landregan 


If your God is so great, why doesn’t he 
speak my language?’’ The question, asked 
by a Central American Indian who could not 
understand why he must learn Spanish to 
read the Word of God, illustrates the 
continuing challenge of adapting the Gospel 
message to the culture and language of 
various peoples. 

It is not a new problem. The early church 
faced it with the cultural conflicts between 
Aramic-speaking Jews and Greek-speaking 
Jews. It came up again with the spread of 
the faith to the Gentiles and triggered the 
Church’s first general council at Jerusalem 
about 43 A.D. : 

THE INTRODUCTION. of Latin as the 
liturgical language in the fourth century was 
basically a cultural adaptation as was the 
subsequent restoration of the vernacular 
language to the liturgy in recent years. 


SS OE ni 


The Fathers of the Vatican Council 
summed up the process of constant 
adaptation to language and culture. “‘From 
the beginning of her history, she (the 
Church) has learned to express the message 
of Christ with the help of the ideas and 
terminology of various peoples, and has 
tried to clarify it with the wisdom of 
philosophers, too’’ (The Church in the 
Modern World, par. 44). 


Because of the danger of adulterating or 
watering down the Gospel in the name of 
cultural adaptation, the process of adapta- 
tion is a dangerous one and is historically 
surrounded with controversy. 


AN EXAMPLE would be the ancient 
Chinese custom of ancestor worship which is 
deeply ingrained in the culture of the people. 
An early missionary to China, Jesuit Father 
Matteo Ricci, permitted the worship of 
ancestors as an a expression of culture. 


took possession of Canaan and settled down 
to farming and animal husbandry—a real 
cultural shock. 


With the establishment of the monarchy 
came eventually urban civilization with all its 
attendant ills. They lived through civil war, 
anarchy, oppression, defeat, exile, restora- 
tion—constant change. 


Their fundamental faith in Yahweh and 
his law remained constant throughout all 
this: constant but not static. The theology of 
the patriarchal narratives is not that of 
Second Isaiah. Laws had to be brought into 
line with changing conditions if they were to 
mean anything; the liturgy underwent 
constant revision, adaptation, development. 
A static religion is meaningless for a 
dynamic humanity. : 


THE SAME phenomenon can be dis- 
cerned even in the much shorter New 


Testament period, the second half of the first 


century A.D. The first Christians were in 
possession of some basic ‘‘Christian’’ facts. 
Under the guidance of the Spirit it took time 
and no little trouble to interpret those facts, 
formulate their meaning, and work out their 
implications for practical living. 

And the results were not uniform. The 
theology of Paul is not that of James; Mark 


and John are at opposite ends of the 


theological spectrum. In other words, there 
is an amazing pluralism even within the New 
Testament itself. 


The problem of cultural pluralism was an 
acute one as far back as the days of Peter 
and Paul. The very first Christians were all 
devout Jews. It took time for them to realize 
fully their uniqueness as Christians. 


IT WAS an agonizing struggle, and for a 
while many were reluctant to question the 
validity of the religion of their fathers. In 
fact, they insisted that if Gentiles wanted to 
join the community, they would have to 
become Jews first and submit to all the 
regulations of the Mosaic Law. 


Talk about a cultural conflict! The tension 
was heightened by -Paul’s_ wholesale 
conversion of Gentiles without benefit of 
circumcision and a solution was found, at 
least in principle, at the so-called Council of 
Jerusalem. It was more a compromise than 
anything else and the result was a culturally 
pluralistic Church. 


One could cite examples of all sorts of 


variety in churches in the New Testament. 
They point to the conclusion that, if common 
sense alone were not enough to indicate the 
inevitability of pluralism in the Church, 
Scripture itself would demonstrate it. 


ls Faith compatible 


Other missionaries, Franciscans and 
Dominicans, challenged the extent of Father 
Ricci’s adaptations in this and other areas. 
As the controversy continued, the Vatican 
issued a series of on-again-off-again decrees 
alternately permitting and condemning the 
practices introduced by Father Ricci. 


The seemingly inconsistent actions of 
Rome finally disgusted and alienated a 
previously friendly Chinese emperor and a 
promising growth of Catholicism in China 
was thwarted. That was in the 18th century. 


TWO HUNDRED years later, two modern - 


popes, Pius XI and Pius XIl, reversed the 
final condemnation of their predecessor, 
Benedict XIV, and permitted the Chinese 
Catholics to honor their ancestors by the 
traditional rites. Unfortunately, within a 
decade the Communists had taken over 
China and any rekindling of earlier Christian 
fervor was thwarted.

Center (MACC) in San Antonio, Tex., 
exemplifies the determination of the Church 
to meet the challenge of cultural adaptation. 
At MACC, a variety of programs and 
courses are offered to’ assist those who are 


with cultural change? 


ministering to the Spanish-speaking to 
understand not only their language but their 
culture. Teams from MACC go all over the 
country offering workshops designed to 
emphasize the effectiveness of the Mexican- 
American culture as a tool of evangelizing 
the Mexican-Americans. 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT work of MACC 
is helping Mexican-Americans who have 
been anglicized to reclaim their own cultural 
heritage and. identity. 


In 1975, Pope Paul VI summarized both 
the need for and the danger of cultural 
adaptation in his encyclical on Evangeliza- 
tion in the Modern World. ‘‘Evangelization 
loses much of its force and effectiveness if it 
does not take into consideration the actual 
people to whom it it addressed, if it does not 
use their language, their signs and symbols, 
if it does not answer the questions they ask, 
and if it does not have an impact on their 
concrete life. 


‘‘But.on the other hand evangelization 
risks losing its power and disappearing 
altogether if one empties or adulterates its 
content under the pretext of translating it.” 


“IF YOUR GOD is so great, why doesn’t 
he speak my language?”’ : 

The question redounds through the 
centuries of Christianity. It has been asked 
in Greek, Latin, German, English, Chinese, 
Swahili, Eskimo, Sioux, Tragalog, Spanish...

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Where Can We Put Our Faith Today? 
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We live in a state of cultural shock

There is an old story that when Adam and 
Eve were leaving the Garden of Eden, one of 
them remarked, ‘‘My dear, we are living in a 
time of vast cultural change.’’ We still are. 

The relative stability of the previous few- 
centuries has dissolved into rapid change in 
all areas of life. We are in/a state of cultural 
shock, and we pick up the morning 
newspaper with mixed feelings abouf the 
possibilities for ‘‘new advances’’ it may 
contain. 


' WHEN WE TURN to the sphere of 
religion the problem becomes even worse. 
We are not nearly so threatened by radical 
changes in technology or in the structure of 
society as we. are by what appear to be 
changes in religion and morality. What we 
thought would be our fixed bearings to guide 
us through the sea of change, seem 
themselves to be mutable. Where can we put 


our faith? 


The answer is that we put our faith where 
we have always put it, in the Lord Jesus 
Christ who ‘‘is the same yesterday and today 
and forever. (Hebrews 13:8)’’ Christ does 
not change, and the Church which is his 
Body does, not change—but in another and 
very real sense, it is always changing. 

We do not come to Christ from the same 
world from which our parents came to him, 
nor even from the same world from which we 
ourselves came 20 years ago, and because 
we come from different situations, with 
different expectations, and ask different 
questions, we receive different answers. 


THE FIRST document which came out of 
Vatican Council II, the Constitution on the 


Sacred Liturgy, sets down a principle 
concerning change in the worship of the 
Church, it gives us a clue toward dealing 
with change in all aspects of our religious 
lives: 2 


“The titurgy is made up of immutable 
elements divinely instituted, and of ele- 
ments subject to change. These not only 
may be but ought to be changed with the 
passage of time if they have suffered from 
anything out of harmony with the inner 
nature of the liturgy, or -have become 
unsuited to it.” 

The principle presents us with a practical 
problem: distinguishing the ‘‘immutable 
elements divinely instituted’’ from those 
‘“‘subject to change.’’ Often this is a 
distinction we have not made. The ‘“‘faith 
once delivered to the saints’’ becomes 
confused in our minds with the specific 
-teaching of Church leaders on contemporary 
issues, or even with the personal opinions 
and prejudices of the pastor. 


OFTEN WHAT seem to us major changes 
are only reflections of a changing cultural 
situation in which our ideas of socially 
acceptable behavior have changed, and 
actions, such as women wearing pantsuits 
and no hats to church, which would have 
scandalized our grandparents, pass un- 
noticed. E 

Sometimes there is real change, as the 
Constitution says there ought to be. When 
practice has gotten ‘‘out of harmony’”’ with 
the principle which it was intended to 
express, it needs to be changed—perhaps 
radically changed, in order to express clearly 
a truth it had come to distort. 

The Church today has begun to take 


secular culture seriously, to use its insights 
and to recognize that people live in the world 
—not just in the Church. There is a profound 
recognition that God is the source of all 
truth, not just religious truth, and that he is 
the unifying principle of all that is. 

FREQUENTLY IN the recent past the 
Church tried to shield her children from 
harsh reality and withdraw them to a place of 
refuge. Today, she is concerned to equip 
them to venture out boldly into the deep, 
where the ‘‘action’’ is. 

The most visible sign of this change in 
approach was the active participation of 
priests and religious in the social movements 


~ of the 1960s and early 1970s. Another sign is 
the growth of the ecumenical appreciation of 


their common Christian heritage, rather 
than defensively emphasizing their dif- 
ferences. 

Unquestionably some Christians have 
used the Church’s dialogue with contem- 
porary cultures as a reason—or excuse—for 
abandoning parts of their faith. We need to 
heed the warning of anthropoligist Peter 
Berger, ‘‘The theologian who trades ideas 
with the modern world is likely to come out 

_ with a poor bargain.’’ (A Rumor of Angels, 
p. 22) 

WE CANNOT bargain away those 
“immutable elements divinely instituted,”’ 
and we need to know what those elements 
are. This is precisely the point at which 
theologians disagree. 

Some would include almost every state- 

‘ ment ever made by any bishop, pope, or 
‘council. Others would be much more 
circumspect and draw their lines rather 
tightly around the Nicene Creed, the Canon 


of Holy Scripture, and the Sacraments. 

At present, for example, there is serious 
discussion as to whether the restriction of 
ordination to men and the universality of 
infant baptism belong on the immutable or 
the ‘‘ought to be changed”’ side of the line. 


THERE IS A very real danger in coming to 
grips with contemporary issues in a 
changing world. It is the danger of being 
wrong, and the Church has sometimes found 
that it ‘‘backed the wrong horse”’ in the long 
run and has changed its stance. It did this on 
the important issue of slavery, to give just 
one example. - 

But in‘a real sense, the important thing is 
that the Church cares enough to become 
involved, to take the risk. For we do not put 
our faith in the Church’s stand on this or that 
social issue, but in our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and in his promises to guide and lead us. 

Throughout its history the Church has 
adapted itself to every form of social 
structure known to humanity, and has 


“weathered every storm of new thought or 


new discovery. It is still proclaiming the 
same Gospel which it proclaimed from the 
beginning, as St. Peter and St. John 


preached in the courts of the temple, ‘‘God - 


raised Jesus from the dead. To this we are 
witnesses.’’ (Acts 3:15) 

This Gospel of the Resurrection which the 
Lord empowered his Church by the Holy 
Spirit to proclaim is the core of our faith—a 
faith that does not change when everything 
else seems to be constantly shifting from 
under us. 

It is this power which we experience in 
Word and sacrament which enables us to 
live as Christians in the world today.

Support for priests helps them survive (literally) 


By Father Bernard Survil 


Father Survil, one of three Ameri- 
can priests expelled from El Salvador, 
visited in the San Diego diocese a few 
months ago. Since then he has kept a 
flow of correspondence to the 
Southern Cross and others about El 
Salvador, where priests’ lives are 
constantly threatened by the govern- 
ment. Here is his most recent letter. 


After the murder of Jesuit Father 
Rutilio Grande in El Salvador in 
March 1977, the expected words of 
condolence came from Rome. As the 
persecution of the Salvadorean 
Church continued, Archbishop Oscar 
Romero of San Salvador (the capital of 
El Salvador) made an urgent trip to 
Rome. 


On returning, Romero announced 
that Pope Paul had ably performed 
one of his principal ministries for 
the universal Church, that of ‘‘con- 
firming the brethren.’’ 


THE SEVERAL MONTHS. that 
followed proved that the San Salvador 
Church would need Rome’s moral 
supoort as frantic attempts were 
made to divide the archdiocese and 
the united front assumed by El 
Salvador’s five dioceses. 


Quickly and expectedly, additional 
messages of support came from other 
national hierarchies. On July 6, 
Archbishop Joseph Bernardin, 
speaking for the U.S. bishops, 
pinpointed the reason for the conflict: 


‘In few other countries today has 
the Church’s pastoral ministry met 
with such intense and organized 
opposition... 


“THE TINY MAJORITY of the rich

and powerful, the zealous guardians 
of a sterile and unjust status quo, has 
not hesitated to employ every means 
at their disposal to obstruct the 
preaching of the gospel.’’ 


Next began the unexpected: hun- 
dreds of messages of support from 
lower Church organizations and 
individuals flooded the El Salvador 
mail. A typical example came from 
the Priests’ Council officers of the Des 
Moines, lowa, diocese: 


“We pledge to remind ourselves 
and our people of our bonds of unity 
with you who are suffering for our 
faith;...it is the faith of the suffering 
Church which offsets our guilt.”’ 


Talking Point—Why do people loot? 


Blame Supreme Court for suppressing moral education : 


By Father Virgil C. Blum, SJ 


Who was to blame for the looting in 
New York’s recent blackout? The 
people or the conditions in which they 
live and grow? Father Blum, presi- 
dent of the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights, in this 
article blames the U.S. Supreme 
Court. He says ‘‘the court has 
prohibited public schoolteachers from 
teaching Judeo-Christian religious 
and moral values.’ 


‘Nt’s the night of the animals,’’ 
said Police Sgt. Robert Murphy of 
New York City of the looting, 
pillaging, and burning in New York 
City during the 1977 blackout. 


During the blackout, 3,777 looters, 
pillagers and arsonist were arrested. 
Four hundred and eighteen police 
officers were injured, 18 seriously. 
Three persons were killed and 59 
firemen injured in a wave of 1,037 
fires. And city. officials estimate 
property loss and destruction at $150 
million. 


WHY THE ‘‘ANIMAL” behavior? 
Some say, unemployment. Others 
say, poverty. Still others say, 
alienation and despair. Are these 
explanations, like the stores and 
shops of Harlem, nothing but 
burned-out social theories? / 


Even assuming they are not, they 
don’t reallv explain the ‘‘why’’ of the 
looting, violence and destruction. 


If the looters acted like ‘‘animals,”’ 
it is because they have been taught a 
do-it-yourself morality, to look out for 
No. 1 with no regard for social 
responsibilities. They have not been 
taught religious and moral values, to 
respect the rights of others, and to be 
guided by religious convictions. 

IS SOCIETY justified in condeming 


the ‘‘animals’’ of the blackout after 
having deprived them of the right to 


be taught religious principles and 
moral values? 


Bluntly, in the ruins of the newly 
burnt-out shops, stores and super- 
markets in Harlem, Brooklyn, and 
South Bronx, lay the ruins of the 
Supreme Court’s First Amendment 
doctrine of separation of church and 
state by which it has destroyed the 
right of every public school child to be 
taught the norms, the standards, the 
principles of moral behavior neces- 
sary to life in a democratic society. 


Through its concerted drive to 
destroy religious influence in our 
society, the court has prohibited 
public schoolteachers from teaching 
Judeo-Christian religious and moral 
values. 


IT HAS IN fact imposed on our 
public school. students the very 
secularist, materialist values that 
inspired and justified the actions of 
the looters, pillagers and arsonists. 


In decision after decision for 30 
years now, the court has absolutely 
prohibited the teaching of religious 
values to children in the public 
schools. And if teachers may not 
teach religious values, it is impossible 
for them effectively to teach moral 
values. ; 


Not only has the Supreme Court 
suppressed the right of public school 
children to be educated in religious 
and moral values, it has repeatedly 
penalized parents who choose church- 
related schools for the religious and 
moral education of their children. 


THE COURT is in fact forcing 
poor parents to send their children to 
ghetto public schools that often are 
jungles. The children are victims of 
crime and violence and massive 
peer-pressure to follow the ‘‘law of 
the jungle’ which is nothing but the 
court-established religion of secular 
materialism. 


IN ALLEGANY, N.Y., members of 
the Franciscan third order signed a 
joint letter of support at their monthly 
meeting. 


The impact of these messages is 
indescribable for shoring up the 
morale of those many __ sideline 
Catholics in Latin American who find 
is easier to believe when they see 
miracles. 


International. public support from 
average people is a miracle for those 
who live in Third World countries, 
who believe that the only way to merit 
attention or win sympathy is to suffer 
some enormous natural disaster such 
as an earthquake or hurricane. 


OF MUCH LESSER impact than 
messages from influential U.S. Catho- 
lics, but of greater significance, is the 
support that the Salvadorean Church 
received from sister Churches in other 
Latin American countries with similar 
conditions. 


Like the widow’s mite, this Latin 
American support has greater spiri- 
tual significance because it is a gift 
made from poverty. 


The message of solidarity to the El 
Salvador Church from the deanery of 
Eastern Managua, Nicaragua, dated 
July 14, 1977, and read from the 
pulpits in the deanery is an example 
of such support. Several priests could 
not sign the message or read it out of 
fear of reprisals. 


What does the letter say? Less, 
really, than the letter from Bernardin, 
who is, without faulting him or the 
U.S. Catholic Church, the rich man in 
the parable of the widow’s mite. 
Many similarities exist among the 
Central American countries; therefore 
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a commentary on one is nearly always 
applicable to another. 

THE MANAGUA statement, like so 
many ‘‘sensitive’’ statements of this 
kind, is essentially an application of 


_ quotes from higher level Church 


documents to the situation in El 
Salvador. It notes that the Salva- 
dorean Church ‘‘is suffering for 
having shared in the popular struggle 


on behalf of the oppressed. 


“In this it is doing nothing more 
than being faithful to Pope Paul VI 
when he said that ‘we can’t stand on 
the sidelines and observe passively 
the desperate struggle of the dis- 
possessed, of those who have no 
voice, of those who are trying to 
overcome those conditions that con- 
demn them to live on the margin of 
life. 2o07 


The Managua statement concludes: 
“We believe it opportune to make 
public our solidarity... Furthermore, 
no one is unaware that here in 
Nicaragua the same black clouds are 
hanging over us as threaten our 
neighbor, El Salvador.’’ 


AS LONG AS those same storm 
clouds swirl over the Catholic Church 
in Latin America, it will need those 
messages of support and comfort.

The Supreme Court’s drive to 
suppress the right of all children to 
religious and moral education has 
been successful—millions of children 
now roam the streets like ‘‘animals,’’ 
without any norms, standards and 
principles of moral behavior, en- 
gaging in all kinds of crime and 
violence. Their only norm of behavior 
is ‘‘looking out for No. 1’’ 


For this, we can and must thank the 
Supreme Court, which, a generation 
ago, too had deprived these children’s 
parents (the most important source of 


religious and moral values) of the 
right to be taught Judeo-Christian 
values. 


The court falls under President 
Washington’s condemnation: ‘’Of all 
the dispositions and habits which lead 
to political prosperity, religion and 
morality are indispensable supports. 
In vain would that man claim the 
tribute of patriotism who should labor 
to subvert these great pillars of 
human happiness—these firmest 
props of the duties of men and 
citizens.’

THE WASHINGTON arrests marked 
the fifth time this year that pro-life 
activists were arrested in the Baltimore- 
Washington area. On July 23, 12 people 
were charged with blocking the doors at 
the Laurel Clinic and another clinic 
located in the same building. The 12 
face trial in October. 


The six people arrested at the Aug. 20 
protest forced police to carry them from 
the clinic, but they walked into the 
police station under their own power.

A look at books 


THE BREAKING OF BREAD by William B. 
Craig. Author, Creative Participation, 
Omaha, NB 68154. 128 pages, $2.50pb. 


The Sacrifice of the Mass is central to the 
Catholic Faith, just as loyalty to the Pope is 
the mark of the true Catholic. Saints, 
scholars, theologians through the ages have 
looked to the Mass for their strength. 


Craig has provided a very lucid text to 
help young adults gain a deeper under- 
standing of the Mass. In 11 chapters he 
takes his students through the theory, the 
ritual and the liturgy of this great 
happening. His strong dependence on 
scripture will be greatly appreciated by all. 


But the text is heavy and unrelieved, and 
the chapters are unnamed. There are slides 
available to use with this book and at times 
the visual knowledge of the slides is 
presumed. This does not take anything away 
from the rich content of the book. 


THE IMMIGRANT EXPERIENCE by Ed- 
ward Wakin. Our Sunday Visitor Press, Noll 
Plaza, Huntington, IN 46750. 132 pages, 


$7.50. 


If the religious origins of the United States 
have been dominated by the Protestant 
ethic, the great waves of immigrants in the 
century before World War 1 turned this 
country into a land of growing Catholic 
concern. 


Wakin chronicles this phenomenon in nine 
chapters, one concerned with each of the 
huge waves of ethnics. The Irish were the 
first, and in little more than a-decade before 


the Civil War, almost two million arrived. 


These were followed by the Germans, the 
Italians and the Poles, most of whom were 
intensely Catholic. 


The treatment is part nostalgic, part 
heroic. It is excellent reading for both its 
content and the popular presentation.
